One ot the most, If not tUo moat, im- 


portinu branches of tho law is that which 
relates to the ground upon which wo live. 
Originally, naked possession was the only 
evidence a man had of an Interest In or 
ownership of land. His tenure depended 
upon Ills ability to hold the possession. In 
progroM of time, however, tbe,mbt or 
ownership ID particular parcels of land 
began to be acquiesced In, because a coy- 
etous man, having power to drive some 
weak neighbor off, might find, upon hU 
return from some marauding expedition, 
than some stronger loan he had occupied; 
so that it was rather fear than any particular 
sense of right or of honesty thai induced 
tho crystallization process whereby the 
rights to land were donned and acquired 
tho force of law. 
Tho next step was lo recognise the 


Hunt of properly, although not coupled 
with possession, for In tho earlier times 
men were much called away from Iheir 
homes by war, and therefore soroo addi- 
tional evidence nf ownership became nec- 
essary to aoeurft the rights which other- 
wise the-first squatter might violate,

erow up whereby written Instrument 
were used a« evidence of title. They were 
culled niunlmoiitH of title, and passed with 
ihe land to the purchaser. What wu call 
nn "abstract of tlllo" is a synopsis of tho 
several instruments and proceedings com- 
posing a chain of tlllo prepared by uome 
person familiar with the records. 


Before the Recording act in England, 


all deeds passed with tho possession, and 
It was iho business of tho conveyancer 
employed io arrange iho buslnens, to ex- 
amine all the conveyances, and to make 
an abstract showing the title. It was 'a 
specialty, and some of tho old and well 
established convoyanccrs retained 
Injo 


custody of theso muniments, so thatov«ry 
time tho property changed hands they 
seemed to havo a corner on tho business. 
But In thoio days tho tendency was to 
keep estates together. 
In this country, however, where Iho 


statutci of nearly every Htale, if not of 
all, provide for recording of conveyances, 
and the use of certified coplo» thereof in 
evidence, people havo become exceeding- 
ly careless, and original deeds and tax re- 
ceipts have not uniformily been preserved. 
Tho advent of a great Bro, which destroy- 
ed tho entire records of a county with a 
population o! half a million, and where 
for thirty years the handling of real estate 
has been carried on as a distinct business, 
and where almost every eillwm has maqe 
from one to flfly deeds, has demonstrated

After a 
diligent search of some weeks the original 
deed was found. And It appeared the 
neftl bad boon aflUcd, but tho Recorder had 
tailed to note it, Such questions arise 
dally In tho bnslnops of the conveyancer.

Tho French settled on the Kaskaskla and 
established trading-post»opposite St. Louis 
and also at VinoennoB, on the Ohio, and 
some, I think, at Poorla. In the act of 
Virginia, Woo. 'JO, 1783,' which authorized 
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linprosBccl on tho mlnrt of the lawyer IVE 
well aa tho buulnoBS man, thim tho Impor- 
tance of preserving ovldonce of title. A 
good and completo abstract ordinarily will 
bo suDlclont, but as fi uafcRuard in case of 
the destruction of the public record, or 
for tho purpose of correcting Its delects, 
or for tho purpose of detecting iorgeriou 
and frauds, tho original papers wo Invnl- 
uablo, and inOood without thorn oftua the 
tlllo will lull.

I will now prooood to examine Iho dif- 


ferent conveyances and proceedings, an 
abstracl of which is furnished, assuming 
Hint tbo starting point Is good by deed 
from SOIBO one ot tho sources already men- 
tioned. I will spoak first of 


OOirVKIAHOKS rilCTBB, 


and, second, of proceedings of courts of 
record. There must bo a grantor capable 
of granting—that IB, ho must not be crazy, 
although tboro Is no law against his being 
a fool—21 years old If a male, and 18 If a 
female, Tho deed must contain granting 
words, and a consideration erprctsod. 
The description of the land must bo writ- 
ton and sufficiently accurate, so that the 
surveyor can find it by applying the ordi- 
nary rules of his Solonec, with a haaen- 
dum and words of warranty. It must be 
signed, sealed', nnd delivered. Although 
the abstract discloses sufBclenl to deter- 
mine whether tho instrument Is In form, 
yet It will not show whether tbe grantor 
was laboring under n disability. That 
mufct be ascertained from other source*. 


Proof of tho execution must be estab- 


lished, When the acknowledgement is iu 
due form tho abstract is silent on the sub- 
joct—only tho defect t are noted. 
The 


form of Iho acknowledgement Is governed 
by Ihe law in force at tho time of the date, 
notwithstanding that law may be subse- 
quently repealed. 


Tho execution of a deod may be proven 


either by thu acknowledgement, if In duo 
form, or by proving Iho signature wbori 
not acknowledged. It nannol bo admitted 
for record when not acknowledged, but Is 
just as good as evidence when proved by 
iho common law rule. A deed not re- 
corded Is not notice to persons dealing 
with tho Innd, unless actual notice Is given. 


Tho record of a dond Is constructive po- 


lice of Its existence, and all parsons at- 
tempting to deal with the land are bound 
with notice, A certified copy of tho re-

2d— That the Court had Jurisdiction of 


the case. 
And, In order to determine this latter 


question, the record must show service o! 
summons, either on the person or by pub- 
lication If against a non-resident, In tho 
manner provided by the Chancery act. 
If the mortgagor baa died his heirs mast 
be made parties, and service must be had 
on them, and If any of them are Infants a 
guardian ad lltem must be appointed. 


Tbe next kind of mortgage is one 


WITH A POWIB Of BALI, 


which authorizes the mortgagee In ease of 
default to sell tbo land. The power roust 
be strictly complied with; the notice must 
bo given as provided, and tho sale must 
take placo at the lime and place designa- 
ted. Tho abstract, If completo, xhould 
show all tbe proceedings, and in all cases 
wboro it is not oompliito resort must bo 
had lo tho original records; and I may say 
onco for all, that no lawyer should pass a 
title which comes through court proceed 
ings, without going to tbe record, and ex- 
amining. carefully all the papers and re- 
cords, for tho abstract may bo incorrect. 
It may fall to show many factfl which a 
lawyer would deem essential. The debtor 
Is helpless, -^he has not part or lot In the 
prococdlnu,t-and all persons exercising 
arbitrary and extraordinary powers roust 
be bold to a strict accountability. Pur- 
chasers everl at a .rriortgsga salo, under a 
power, are required t» «c« that tho crtdll- 
or gets his money, unless tho mortgage ex- 
pressly providos that ho shall not so bo re- 
quired. What I have said applies equally 
quir 
•well to trust deeds. 
A tiusl-deed U an In- 


slrumont which'conveys Ihe land to a third 
person in trust to eel), etc., under Ihc di- 
rections contained In it. Those directions 
must be pnrsned slrlclly, 


Prior to tho Chicago fire, deeds of Ibis 


Itlnd usually required that sales should be 
made at tho 


NOKTU DOOR OF THE OOUKT-HOimil, 


When Iho fire came the north door was do- 
troycd, and the question arose as to tbe 
place of sale. Tbo Circuit Court decided 
Ibo sale could not take placo where the 
north door was, bul tbe Supreme Courl 
decided olberwise; so that now we fro- 
quently see a Trustee and ono purchaser 
(«nd be the creditor) sprawling nronnd un 
tho ruins, trying to gel near as possible to 
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records relating to the particular land em- 
braced therein. These records are ;

was In Iho United States Government, and 
from that mnvrco it has cotse to the pronent 
owners. In 1827 a large portion of the 
public domain was set off by not of Con- 
cross to tho State of Illinois for tbo pur- 
pose of public improvement, and the 
State caused this land to be conveyed lo 
Trustees, wllh power lo soil il and apply 
Ihe proceeds in tbe construction of the 
Illinois and Michigan Canals. I bavelhus 
briefly referred to the source of title for 
Iho purpose of obtaining a starting point 
In tho examination of the abstract, Con- 
ercss sot apart every slxieenth section for 
educational purposes, and this came to the 
Slate also for that purpose, and lias been 
disposed of pursuant to statute, tbe title 
being vostod by act of the General Assem- 
bly in School Trustees, with authority lo 
sell the same. 80 Ihat we find three origi- 
nal, or substantially original, sources »f 
'"i't-A patenl from Ihe Prcsldcnl for 
portion sold by the Government.

cord of a deed cnnnot bo used In evidence, 
except upon first showing the loss of the 
original, 
A deed not acknowledged and not re- 


corded is blndlpg on parties dealing with 
the laud if tho grantee Is In possession of 
the land; In fact, everybody is bound by 
whatever tltlo a person has in actual pos- 
session, whether ho discloses his title or 
not.Another important Question le. 


HAS TUB OBASTOB A WIM? 


If the alwtract is silent on the subject, It Is 
tho duty of the conveyancer to ascertain 
the f*ct. A Blatnment in the deed that the 
grantor is a widower or bachelor docs nol 
prove tho fact, for the grantor cannot thus 
make evidence to cut off the dowor, if 
there Is one. It is, however, a strong cir- 
cumstance. The deed may bo so old that 
in all probability the wife is dead. The 
fact must, however, be established, 
Affi- 


davits of parlies familiar 
with the 


grantor arc ordinarily sufficient when Ihey 
state the death. 


It Is well to insert after Ihe name of the 


grarilor his rcsidouce and occupation. A

MORTGAGES ASD TIIUBT DEEDS. 


Titles frequently pass through mortgags 


foreclosures. There are two kinds ol 
mortgages—first, plain mortgage*, and, 
second, with power of sale. Tho first 
kind must bo foreclosed in chancery. 
Where such Is tho case the couvoyaacer 
must be satisfied that the morlRiigor had 
the title, that he had capacity to execute 
the Instrument, and that it was propcily 
acknowledged and delivered, It It ap- 
pears on the record, it is presumed to hnvo 
been delivered, ai is trun of all convey- 
ances 
la hhort, tbe morlizago must he an 


certain and specific as a (Iced. Tho de- 
cree of tho Court h for a specific sum, and 
usually, if the sum Is not paid by a cer- 
tain lime, Iho land will bo sold by tlm Mus- 
ter 
The eqully of redemption, however,

duo form, bul thu conveyancer should nol 
rest hero. 
Tho testator mny havo left 


debts behind lo bv paid rcuurdlensof the 
terms of his testament, Lias the estate 
boon settled anil Ihe dubls^all paid off? 
If the abstract fulls to show this, recourse 
must be had to the records themf»lvcn. 


Perhaps Die real estate In question has 


been eo)d to pay debts, In such case the 
proceedings must bo examined, and here 
arincB Ihe question of jurisdiction. The pe- 
tition may bo alt right, tbo proofs com- 
plete, Ihe order of Iho Court BUfllclonl, the 
Bale la due form, and the executor's deed 
correct; but suppose the abstract falls to 
show thai Ibo dued was confirmed ? Then 
refer lo the records, and, if It transplnss 
that tho deed was never confirmed, Iho ti- 
tle has failed to pass by the proceedings,

will often appear in tho abstract, Involving 
not only a knowledge of chancery, bul 
' 
Ihe statute relating to partition. All 


thu parties In Interest must bo brought In, 
otherwise their rights aro not affected. In 
remedies given by statutes tho utaluto 
must be strictly followed. In ordinary 
chancery proceedings where the relief is 
sought within the discretion of the Court 
the decree will bind all parties to Ihe suit, 
but iu statutory proceedings, as partition- 
proceedings to doll lands for debts, lo sup- 
port minor hoirp, &c., groat particularity 
must bo observed. Tho law sttemplu to 
protect Ihoso who are unable to protect 
themselves, as in caeo of infants and luua- 
tiCP.

DOWIB. 


Some of the most troublesome questions 


•rising In an abstract are ihose relating to 
dower. Under the statute of Illinois, a 
married woman has dower in an equitable 
estale. If, therefore, a quit-claim deed 
should be required to cut off an equity. 
care should be taken that tho wife should 
join. But the eslale musl be complete, 
nol merely an Interest in the husband, 
which might ripen Into an entalc. 


A woman cannot he divoslod of her 


dower except as provided by law, Ucfer- 
once to the statute must be had to see If 
she has pro|terly joined her husband In 
tho release. She cannot release her dower 
to any ono wiiilo her husband couveys Ibo 
foo to another. It Is an appurtenant to tho 
feo so long »s the woman lives. 
After 


her husband'e death, slio may release her 
dower—lo the owner of the fee only, how- 
over— ovoti before It Is assigned; and after 
assignment, she has a Illc enlato which she 
may sell to any one,

TIHIST KBTATKS. 


Those mny arise In several wuys: by will, 
by marriage settlement, by declaration of 
trust, or deed for particular purposes, 
Tho owner of the foe may burden an en- 
slalo wllh a trust, and may create or carve 
out life estates, noino or all of Ihctn de- 
pending on contingencies. A simple de- 
claration, duly executed by A, in whom 
the feo Is, thai bu holds ll in irust for I) 
and his holrs forever, will, by operation of 
tho stalutc, placo the tltlo In 0- In order 
to prevent Iho operation of the statute, il 
Is requisite that some power be granled by 
iho conveyance which ho cannot exercise 
unless tbo fee remains io him. Buch an In- 
strument should bo drawn with greatcaro. 
and every contingency should be provided 
for-thal Is, an evuul might happen which, 
if not provided for, would render all Uw 
rest uncertain, or possibly defeat the mam 
features of the trust. 


XVIDHN'OK Or T1TI.I, 


The common law of England and stat- 


utes In aid thereof has been adopted In 
this State, by an express act of tlio Gener- 
al Assembly, Ilenco all the rules of tho 
common law applicable to real estate are 
recognized here, except no lar as Ihey 
bave been modified 
by statute. These 


statntcs canuot be fully understood with 
out a prctly thorough knowledge of the 
common law, Hence Coke, Buunders ana 
Sbcpard are good authorities. Our slal- 
ulofl, so fur as they relate lo real estale, are 
but amendments lo the common law, %nd 
of course., then, an understanding of these 
amendatory statutes musl embrace a knowl- 
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edge of Iho law amended. Stalling off, 
then, with n knowledge of tho common 
luw, the sl'iclont should become familiar 
with certain etalulcs, anil, if be proposes 
lo become a practitioner In Illinois, ho 
should mingle bis reading ol the common 
law with (hose Hlatutcs which afficl It. 


There is one slalnln, lmwcv«r, which 


relHtcH to titles especially lu tills county, 
which Is of groat importance, and which 
materially changes ihc rules of evidence. 
As lias been intimated, llio evidence of 
title Is a matter ol' law, and when deeds or 
instruments relating to land are once ex- 
ecuted pursuant lo common law or •par- 
ticular statute, yet a repeal or modllica- 
lion of tho law does not ordinarily change 
the effect of those instruments ; generally 
they run through on Ino line on which 
they started, so that It often becomes nec- 
essary to recur to a law which bos been 
ropoalcd. 
Those, Rttttiilns, or, In fart, the law. may 


be subdivided Into three general, those that 
relate lo and declare: 


1st—Tho title. 
ad—Tbo remedy, 
Bd—Tbo evidence. 
Laws relating lo

foi m a part of Hie contract. And so at 
common law a married woman labored 
under disability in regard to her separate 
property ; but if a law were passed ena- 
bling her lo deal with her properly tbe 
same us if she wore sole, and while such a 
statute weie in forco, sho should execute, 
a warranty deed, il would bo good, be- 
cause by Ihat statute she was authorised 
lo execute such a contract. Now If that 
slatulo wore repealed it would not effect 
that deed, because tho Constitution will 
not allow a law to be passed which impair* 
the obligation of a conlracl. 


Now, as lo the evidence, It Is compe- 


tent for Iho Legislature to declare the rules 
that shall govern In a contracl between 
parties. Tho common law is, thai an 
original deed niusl be produced, and Its 
execution proven by witness, Tho statute 
is, tballl may be proven by the cerllfteale 
of acknowledgment. By statute a ccrlined 
copy of the record may be Introduced in 
evidence If Iho original Is lost, Ho you 
will observe the Importance of these stat- 
utes when tho validity of a title Is In'qunt- 
lion. 
I have given you a very hasty glance of 


the questions Ihat m»y arise ir, the exam- 
ination of an abstract of title. I have not 
attempted lo demonstrate the fimplicity of 
an examination, but quite tbe contrary. 
And If I havn acoomplisned any good at 
all It m In exhibiting tbe difficulties which 
ombnrmss the conveyancer, I would bave 
but little confidence In the opinion of a 
lawyer who imseined bimitsli competent 
to solve readily all the problems that might 
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charged with the examination ol the titlo 
should see to It that tho proceedings hitvu 
pissed the litle beyond a peradvcnture. 
Ordinarily a decree binds all parties lo the 
suit, bulttllher party may tuku a writ of 
error, at any time within five yearn, and If 
the decree is reversed, it is bad for a pur- 
chaser thereunder. If, however, the flve 
year: bavo elapsed, it is pretty safe lo ukc 
the tillo. If, however, a bill of revie* Is 
filed, sotting up fraud In obtaining lb» de- 
cree, and that the defendant* bad actual 
notice of the fraud, tbe decree will he (el 
aside, if Ibe fraud and notice be proven, 


There may bo many defects in the title, 


but if tho record falls to dlsclosu them, n 
purchaser will bo protected, unless the de- 
lects ure proven to havo boon known to 
nim when he purchased. So a bill pend- 
ing concerning land, Is notlco to all par- 
ties who den) with tho land, and If they 
purchase Ihey do to at tholr peril, taking 
tbo chance of the result of the (tilt 


CONDITIONS IN DBKDB.
